today in reporting on its inquiry 
into irregularities in the Aug. 3 
primary election. 


The grand jury also recom- 
‘mended that election laws be 
changed so that precinct officials 
could be selected in the same 
manner as jurors. 


. Until voting machines are pur- 
chased,- the Election Board 
should hold @ school or class 
for all poll officials, giving 
written instructions to the 
judges and clerks for study prior 
to the election, the grand jury 
stated. 
Rules for Counting. 

Rules for counting votes 
should “be strictly adhered to 
and enforced” and proper affi- 
davits obtained from all illiterate 
and handicapped -voters, the 
jury’s report, submitted to Cir- 
cuit Judge William K. Koerner, 
said. 

Describing results of inquiry 
which began Sept. 13, the grand 
jurors declared: 

“As we heard trom these elec- 
tion officials, we were appalled 
by their lack of understanding 
as to their conduct as election 
officials. 

“There seemed to prevail 
s@nong them an apathy, an ignor- 
ance and lack of general interest 
in their duties as election offi- 
cials. The senility of one official 
vas shocking. 


Interested in Money. 


“Many of the election officials 
were unaware that any wrong 
had occurred and they seemed 
more interested in their mone- 
tary compensation as election of- 
ficials than anything else.” 

The Election Board has rec- 
ommended purchase of voting 
machines, but the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment had 
urged that the proposal be held 
in abeyance until it can be made 
part of a proposed $100,000,000 
bond issue for various munic- 
ipal improvements. 

Estimated cost of buying vot- 
ing machines is $3,500,000. The 
Estimate. Board turned down a 
request by Alderman William A. 
Stolar last summer for a bond 
issue proposal at the Aug. 3 pri- 
mary for this purpose. 

Lopsided Majorities. 

The grand jury’s inquiry re- 
sulted from lopsided majorities 
given Democratic machine-sup- 
ported candidates in certain pre- 
cincts in the last primary. 

In its report, the grand jury 
said violations of election laws 
obviously had occurred but it 
was unable to fix responsibility. 

“While the jury is of the opin- 
fon there should be prosecution 
against the party or parties re- 
sponsible for the discrepancies, 
due to.the substantial conflict 
in testimony and other difficul- 
ties we were unable to deter- 
mine who should be held re- 
sponsible,” the report said. 

Not Ehough Evidence. 

“The fact that the discrepan- 
cies were uncovered by this 
jury indicates a crime has been 
committed, but we fully realize 
that we must have sufficient evi- 
dence before we can bring 
criminal-charges against an in- 
dividual.” 

The grand jury said a ruling 
by Circuit Judge James F. 
Nangle had “tended to retard 
and hamper” it in its inquiry. 
Nangle had ruled that six for- 
mer election officials subpenaed 
in the investigation could not 
be compelled to answer questions 
in connection with the inquiry.

The government estimates it 
will cost $43,000,000 just to re- 
vamp driving controls of street 
cars and busses and to alter traf- 
fic markings. It plans to finance 
the changeover by boosting the 
price of gascline. 

‘Britain and Greece are the 
only other European countries 
which still have left hand traffic. 

A Swedish government spokes- 
man said an increasing influx of 
foreign motorists, used to right 
hand driving, prompted Sweden’s 
decision to switch. 


PERSONAL INCOME 
SLIGHTLY LOWER 
IN OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 
Personal income declined. slight- 
ly in October when a drop in 
farm income more than offset a 
small increase in factory payrolls 
and larger social security pay- 
ments, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported yesterday. 

Personal income was at an an- 
nual rate of $285,900,000,000 in 
October, seven hundred million 
less than in September. 

The annual rate for the first 
10 months of this year was $285,- 
600,000,000, as against $285,900,- 
000,000 for the corresponding

LECTURER SAYS WEST CAN'T 
BE SURE OF WEST GERMANY 


The West cannot count on 


the loyalty of a revived Ger-| 
many if Germans believe they | 


have more to gain by joining 
hands with Russia or remaining 
neutral, John Roy Carlson, 
author and lecturer, said here 
last night. 


Carlson told the Men’s Club 
of R’nai El Temple at 5574 Del- 
mar boulevard that West Ger- 
many would be safely on the 
western side so long as Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer is in 
office. He doubted, however. 
whether democracy had taken 
root among the German pie. 

Germany, Carlson pointed 
out, has shown a tendency to 
align with Russia in the past. 
He said some German leaders 
are opportunists who would not 
hesitate to serve a totalitarian 
government if the move seemed 
in Germany’s best interest.

Economist John D. Clark 
Says Such Action 
Would Give Economy 
‘Real Shot in Arm.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (UP)— 


Truman’s Council of Economic 
Advisers asked the Senate-House 
Economic Stabilization subcom- 
mittee President Eisenhower “to 
give the economy a real shot in 
the arm.” 


The economist, John D. Clark, 
now a Cheyenne (Wyo.) banker, 
urged the subcommittee to ask 
President Eisenhower to take 
steps to free billions of dollars 
of potential bank credit frozen 
because of réserve requirements. 


Reserve requirements—the 
amount of money banks must 
hold to back up their deposits— 
were raised to the legal maxi- 
mum by the Federal Reserve 
Board at the outbreak of the 
Korean war, but have been low- 
ered somewhat since then. Clark 
said the requirements should be 
slashed to the legal minimum 
in hope of setting off “a massive 
movement” in the economy. 


He said the Administration's 
brief excursion into a “hard 
money” policy in 1953 had in- 
duced a “recession.” He said the

Two of the eight panel mem- 
bers joined Clark in charging 
that the Administration’s short- 
lived “hard. money” policy in 

1953. was not necessary to curb 
inflation and had set off a re- 
cession. 

Seymour E. Harris, Harvard 

University professor, said there 
was “no evidence of inflation- 
ary forces in 1953.” Therefore, 
he said, the Treasury’s action to 
boost interest rates then “can 
be blamed to some extent for 
the ensuing recession.” 
Clyde Mitchell, University of 
Nebraska professor, said the 
“hard money” policy “struck 
hard” at farmers and low-to- 
middle income home builders. 
He objected to the Administra- 
tion’s “assumption that _infla- 
tion is unquestionably some- 
thing we must prevent.” 

Bank Credit Proposal. 
Lowering of bank reserve re- 
quirements to the pre-1953 level, 
recommended by Clark, would 
ve banks several billion dol- 
lars more im potential lending 
funds. However, banks already 
have considerable funds avail- 
able for lending, according to 
latest Government reports. 

He acknowledged that reserve 
requirements are under control 
of the Federal Reserve Board, 
not the President. However, he

Patman Charges.

Patman Cites Bond Issue. 
Patman contends the brief 
excursion into “hard money” 
was unnecessary: and led to 
“windfall profits” for banks in- 
vesting in government bonds.

1953 of long-term bonds paying 
the unusually high interest rate 
of 3% per cent. When the Ad-

The league was started after 
McCarthy supporters formed an 
anti-censure organization cailed 
“Ten Million Americans Mobil- 
izing for Justice.”

BOSTON, Dec. 6 (AP)—Sena- 
tor Leverett Saltonstall (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, said Saturday 
night he “tried on three sepa- 
rate occasions to stop” the Sen- 
ate move to censure Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy.

Transit and Two Officials 


Mayor Tucker and. County Supervisor Mat- 
thews now say they are opposed to the transit 
plan which the metropolitan board of freeholders 
completed eight months ago. . Belated as they are 
these two statements are a prize discouragement 
for this effort to solve the transit problem. 

Local officials generally have produced more 
smoke than fire in transit matters, The freehold- 
ers, however, did work hard and devised a plan 
to be put before city and county voters Jan. 25. 

While the transit plan is not perfect, in our 
opinion it offers the public a reasonable ap- 
proach to the transit problem of rising fares and 
declining service—and few approaches have even 
been attempted. In rejecting this one, Mayor 
Tucker makes some highly debatable points and 
offers slight alternative. P 

The transit plan means two things: First, crea- 
tion of a metropolitan transit district to regulate 
bus and streetcar operations in place of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission: Second, a sur- 
vey by the district to see whether public transit 
ownership is advisable. The city and county 
would have to vote on public ownership. 

. * a 

Mayor Tucker and Supervisor Matthews object 
that home rule of transit regulation offers little 
hope of lower bus fares than state regulation. 
This is probably true, as we have suggested 
before. Regulation works on well-established 
rules and it is doubtful whether a local agency 
could do more than the state to stop the spiral 
of higher costs. The local agency would, at best, 
have more incentive to try. Its members would 
be St. Louisans who live with the problem. 

In defending the status quo, however, the 
Mayor holds out no hope whatsoever. He says 
the city is trving to convince the state commis- 
sion that St. Louis Public Service Co. should be 
satisfied with smaller profits. So far the city has 
won few victories in Jefferson City. 

But the core of the freeholders’ plan is the 
comprehensive survey of transit conditions. That 
certainly must be made before public ownership 
can be discussed or voted upon intelligently. 

Mayor Tucker concedes that a survey would 
be a fine idea but proposes to shift ground. 
While he sees no “necessity” for a metropolitan 
commission to make the survey, he is willing to 
help appoint a committee to do the same work. 
This in a situation which has been “committeed” 
up one side of the tracks and down the other! | 


Then, a little ahead of schedule, the Mayor 
takes up details of public ownership. This is 
ahead of schedule because public ownership 
would not be an issue under the freeholders’ 
plan until the survey had been made and the 
district called for a vote on the subject. 

Yet Mayor Tucker has misgivings about financ- 
ing public purchase of transit facilities through 
revenue bonds, backed by transit income. But 
what is wrong with a pay-as-you-go operation? 

~ - * 

He says use of revenue bonds would make bus 
riders pay the entire cost of financing. But who 
does he think should pay the cost? Surely he 
does not believe the taxpayers ought to do it. 

“I fear,” the Mayor says, “that even if the 
items of taxes and profits were eliminated under 
the metropolitan plan, fares would have to be 
increased rather than decreased until the system 
had been paid for.” 

What basis is there for that statement? The 
interest rate on bonds for public ownership may 
be a good deal less than the two or three million 
dollars a year which Public Service Co. pays out 
in dividends and taxes. There might be a real 
saving in public ownership which could be 
turned to better service. 

Mayor Tucker also objects that the transit 
district could ask the people to vote for public 
ownership without telling them what the cost 
would be. It could, legally, but it is unthink- 
able that appointees of the Mayot‘and Supervisor 
would try. The transit district eould not expect 
the public to vote for such a drastic step without 
giving them a clear pledge as to cost and 
financing. 

The fact is that nobody now knows the an- 
swers. And it is high time that some agency with 
a public interest and professional competence 
found out. That is what the proposed metropoli- 
tan transit district would be instructed to do. 

Yet Mayor Tucker and Supervisor Matthews 
say they oppose the project, though they will 
not work against it. The transit employes union 
already had come out against the plan. Nobody 
has worked hard for passage. So the twin offi- 
cial statements call a strike without a swing. 

The officials’ stand would leave metropoli- 
tan St. Louis with only one possible and proble- 
matical approach to transit. That lies in the May- 
or’s offer to appoint, with the County Supervisor, 
still another committee to study the problem. 

Then the whole show would have to go on the 
road again. . 
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Secretary Benson’s Good Move 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson's order to 
state extension service agents to sever relation- 
ships with private farm organizations was both 
a courageous and a constructive move. The spon- 
sorship and sometimes partial payment of county 
agents by private organizations, usually county 
farm bureaus, has created an impossible situa- 
tion. The American Farm Bureau Federation has 
become a private lobby financed by the Govern- 
ment it seeks to influence. . 

The change cannot come about overnight, and 
Secretary Benson wisely recognizes this. In Mis- 
souri, for instance, it will require an act of the 
Legislature, to provide for some other method of 
sponsorship. But as the change comes, it cannot 
but improve the quality of the extension service, 
by leaving county agents free to pursue single- 
mindedly their task of helping the farmer.

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Appeal to the U.N. 


President Eisenhower serves more than one 
purpose in calling upon the United Nations to 
‘secure the release of American flyers ufdlawfully 
held by the Chinese Communists. 

First of all, this action reminds the world that 
it was on United Nations business that the Amer- 
ican flyers went to Korea. Since they were there 
on a U.N. mission, it is:appropriate that the U.N. 
should concern itself with their liberation. 

In submitting the request, moreover, the Pres- 
ident emphasizes for the benefit of hotheads in 
Washington that, however provocative Peiping 
behaves, the United States intends to seek peace- 
ful solutions and to act in cencert with its allies. 

Thus for several reasons the U.N, is exactly 
where the controversy over the flyers ought to 
be. It must be assumed that Mr. Eisenhower 
would not have sent the issue there had he not 
been certain that our moral position is sound. 


He must feel confident, in other words, that the . 


Chinese propaganda about the flyers being en- 
gaged in espionage can be effectively exploded. 

If the U.N. is to. go.dnto the matter it cannot 
very well avoid hearing any Chinese explanation 
Peiping wishes to offer. Indeed it would be 
difficult to exclude a personal appearance by a 
Peiping delegation if the Communists should in- 
sist upon sending one. 

So there is some risk of presenting the Chinese 
Communists with a forum for the trumpeting of 
their anti-American propaganda. But if the 
American answer to that propaganda is a strong 
one we have nothing to fear. The appeal to the 
U.N. is an appéal’te reason; aA appeal to justice. 
That is how the American case should be pre- 
sented—not by blockades, bluster and threats.

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Service Ribbon for Senator Watkins 

Speaking in effect through White House Press 
Secretary Hagerty, President Eisenhower has 
publicly congratulated Senator Watkins of Utah 
on the latter’s work as chairman of the select 
Senate committee that brought about the formal 
condemnation of Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin. 
As reported:to the country by Mr. Hagerty, the 
President told the Utah Republican that he had 
“handled a difficult and tough assignment with 
a great deal of dignity which reflected the re- 
spect the people have for the Senate.” 

This ‘presidential citation for Senator Watkins 
—and inferentially for his colleagues on the 
special committee—is fully in order. Had the 
Dirksen-Welker-Jenner cabal managed to defeat 
the censure efforts, had they been able to stall 
a showdown until the new Congress meets, Mr. 
Eisenhower would have found himself facing a 
truly fearful G.O.P. situation in the Senate. 

As it is, the McCarthy issue has been voted on, 
but the foreign policy split remains. Former 
Gov. Stevenson put it plainly at New Orleans: 
The President needs to “conclade a non-aggres- 
sion pact” with his Majority Leader, Senator 
Knowland of California, and to “find some means 
of peaceful co-existence with a large segment of 
his party.” 

That is task enough and more to challenge 
Mr: Eisenhower's talents of persuasion and con- 
ciliation. He can thank his stars that Senator 
Watkins, Senator Flanders and a lot of other 
Republicans joined the Democrats in taking 
Wisconsin’s McCarthy off his back at this time.

This is hardly a new saying, but it has been 
grossly neglected in recent years. And, as Sena- 
tor Hennings said, lawyers have a special respon- 
sibility for preventing the violation of individual 
rights in the name of some national witch hunt. 

While recognizing the differences bétween a 
congressional investigation and a trial at law, he 
nevertheless insisted that investigations as well 
as trials involve “moral standards, self-restraint 
and ideals of fair play.” ; 

The best way to make sure of due respect for 
these ideals is to draft a code of fair procedures 
for committees. Such rules must afford wider 
latitude than that granted judges and juries, and 
they must also take cognizance of the vast range 
of subjects which may come before congressional 
investigators. Yet it is not impossible to frame 


_such.a code. After all, Congress is as much bound 


by the Bill of Rights as is a court. Its members 


are not dispensed from observing individual |

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Television Defends a Debate 


Edward R. Murrow uses TV camera to give background of dis- 
pute over whether colleges should debate issue of recognizing 
Réd China; shows up timidity involved; students themselves 
| prove that to try to avoid controversy is only to invite more of it.

Once again “See It-Now” has per- 
formed a notable service in the cause 
of free speech. 


Edward R. Murrow reported on the 
CBS television network on the contro- 
versy over whether colleges should de- 
bate the question of recognizing Com- 
munist China. The program was illumi- 
nating and responsible reporting and 
an effective protest against the creeping 
plague of intellectual conformity and 
timidity. It said what needed to be said. 


As is their habit, Mr. Murrow and 
Fred W. Friendly, co-editor of “See It 
Now,” used the most elementary yet 
most rewarding reportorial technique 
to make their point: they dug up their 
own story. By means of camera close- 
ups they went behind the formal state- 
ments in the dispute and gave an in- 
sight into the persons involved. 


After noting that the controversy had 
its beginning in the refusal of West 
Point and Annapolis to permit the Army 
and Navy debating teams to argue the 
topic of whether the United States 
should recognize Red China, “See It 
Now” scored its own scoop. 

An assistant professor of speech at 
Duke University made public a letter 
written by Representative Edward J. 
Robeson Jr., Democrat of Virginia, who 
cautioned a Duke student against tak- 
ing the affirmative side in the debate. 
The Representative wanted to know the 
student’s home address and the name 
of the faculty member who had re- 
sponsibility for the Duke debating team. 


“See It Now” then interviewed Rep- 
resentative Robeson, who explained 
that, with the present trend for investi- 
gating past statements a man has made, 


he thought the student might regret his 
participation. His curiosity about the 
boy’s home address, he said, was 
prompted merely by the possibility that 
the Duke student may have been an 
acquaintance of his daughter. 

Mr. Murrow made no comment; none 
was needed. 

Perhaps the most useful segment of 
“See It Now” was its pick-up of a de- 
bate between the teams of Princeton 
and Temple Universities. Two Prince- 
ton boys, assigned to argue the affirma- 
= of whether to recognize China, 

ere the winners. Then, the debate over, 
they explained .they. were personally 
against recognition. 

In their simple, direct definition of 
the meaning of debate, the college stu- 
dents delivered their own trenchant 
editorial in support of the democratic 
precept that to know one’s argument is 
right one must know an opponent's 
viewpoint. 

By coincidence of timing, President 
Eisenhower had said at his press con- 
ference that he would have allowed 


Annapolis and West Point to participate 


in the debate on recognizing Red China. 
“See It Now” reported this development 
but not so emphatically as it should 
have. 

Even so, the larger lesson taught by 
“See It Now” remained. To try to avoid 
controversy is only to invite more of it 
and the right of free debate must be 
kept inviolate. 

Mr. Murrow suggested with a smile 
it might be fun to see on television a 
debate between the ultimate winners in 
a national collegiate debating contest 
re te of Congressmen. It would

There was thinly concealed resent- 
ment against the present Administra- 
tion’s “current lack of emphasis on 
reclamation” expressed during the Na- 
tional Reclamation Association’s annual 
meeting in Portland. 

It appeared bluntly in the address 
by the president, C. Petrus Peterson of 
Lincoln, Nebr. And it was made known 
in a resolution which was firm and 
unequivocal. 


Mr: Peterson pointed out that recla- 


mation last year was down 65 per cent 
from the fiscal year 1950 in funds for 
new project construction and rehabili- 
tation. And he said that after taking 
into account the “budgetary problems 
of Federal Government,” such 
drastic reductions cannot be justified. 

Mr. Peterson admitted that “previous 
(reclamation) commissioners” had at- 
tempted to delude Congress with un- 
realistic cost estimates, thereby cast- 
ing recommendations of the bureau 
under a cloud. And he suggested that 
although Commissioner Dexheimer was 
trying to stop such practices, some of 
the personnel under him who are “‘se- 
cure under civil service” . . . may still 
be trying to “overstate facts... or 
minimize obstacles.” __

asperity the charge that the Bureau of 
the Budget in the present Administra- 
tion had been a “very potent obstacle 
to our progress...”

A Jew Turned Moslem 


"THE ROAD TO MECCA," by Muhammed Asad, 

(Simon and Schuster, 400 pgs., $5.) 

Two different personalities collabo- 
rated on “The Road to Mecca,” Leopold 
Weiss and Muhammad Asad. Strangely, 
they are one and the same man, an 
Austrian Jew who later embraced the 
teachings of Islam. Accordingly, the 
book itself has two faces. As Near-East- 
ern culture imperceptibly drifts toward 
the West, here is one man’s account of 
his physical and spiritual voyage against 
the current. 

The author’s pilgrimage to Mecca in 
the summer of 1932 forms the narrative 
frame. In a series of flashbacks, he re- 
lives the twelve years since arriving 
from Europe at the age of twenty. 

Determined to solve the equation that 
is Islam, he endures many hardships 
and acquaints himself with a cross-sec- 
tion of its people from the most exalted 
Kings and Amirs tb the  lowliest 
Bedouins. 


Many are the 
dangerous and bi- 
zarre adventures 
which befall him. 
He wanders three 
days in the desert 
without water. He 
inadvertently mar- 
ries an 11-year-old 
child. He trudges 
on foot to Damas- 
cus with neither 
money nor passport. 
Later he serves as 
secret agent for 
King Ibn Saud be- 
hind rebel lines. 

These and many 
similar episodes all have a curious 
dream-like quality which is deepened 
by the awesome simplicity of desert and 
desert-folk.

his other nature 
emerges. It shows first in his attack on 
Western religions. Christianity, he says, 
considers man’s body an unworthy come 
panion for the soul it houses. Judaism 
is too absorbed in an exclusive, “chosen 

eople” concept. The teachings of Islam, 

e finds, are free from such objections. 

Equally vigorous are the charges he 
enters against Western culture and 
mores. As a sample: “The rapidity of 
modern technical progress is a result 
not only of a positive growth of knowl- 
edge but also of spiritual despair.” He 
repeats this theme many times over, 
asserting that statisticians, inventors 
and industrialists have made a babbling, 
soul-less confusion of the West. In the 
same breath, he acknowledges the back- 
wardness and stagnancy of the world 
with which he is now identified, but 
feels that Islam, at least, offers an ideal 
penen for those who choose to follow 


Whatever the merits of the author’s 
arguments, it is evident that he is pre- 
senting them sincerely and with an im- 
pressive use of language. “ 

All in all, it is clear that Asad is a 
mystic. Many passages assume a strik- 
ing, unearthly quality. The present book 
will make him many friends and at 
least as many enemies. J

A FEW YEARS AGO I would have felt differently than I did 


last Tuesday morning in London when I had ihe good luck 
to. see the state opening of Parliament and the tribute to 


Churchill in Westminster Hall. 


Anyone at any time would be 
fascinated by the splendor and 
ag oan a — ceremony in 

e House o rds, and deeply 
moved by see- 
ing full justice oa 
done publicly to 
the great man. 
But for an 
American today 
there was also, 
I could not help 
feeling, a poign- 
ant reminder 
that something 
at home, which 
is infinitely 
precious, is in 
danger of be- 
ing lost. 

That something isa loyalty to 
the enduring nation which is so 
compelling that it keeps party 
politics, and the competition for 
votes and for popular applause, 
in their proper place. That 
proper place is well below, and 
far apart from, the high con- 
cerns of the state in its dealings 
abroad and, at home, in the ad- 
ministration of justice.

Keeping Politics in Place. 


Churchill, in his speech reply- 
ing to Mr. Attlee, spoke of “that 
characteristic British parliamen- 
tary principle, cherished in both 
Lords and Commons: ‘Don’t 
bring politics into private life.’” 

The principle, so an American 
can feel, is broader than that. It 
is not to let politics invade every 
nook and cranny of public life 
until the whole institutional 
framework of the nation is sub- 
merged and overwhelmed by 
ambitious and quarreling men. 

The British have their own 
way of applying the principle 
that the nation is above poli- 
ticians and voters and the tides 
of opinion. Their way is unique, 
the product of their own history, 
and impossible, of course, to 
duplicate. 


But the principle itself does 
not depend upon having a radi- 
ant queen to play the central 
part in an ancient rite. It de- 
pends upon the things for which 
Lincoln on the eve of the Civil 
War was reaching in the closing 
paragraph of his, first inaugura 
address. . 

“We are not enemies, but 
friends. We must not be ene- 
mies. Though passion may have 
strained, it must not break, our 
bonds of affection. The mystic 
chords of memory, stretching 
from every battle-field and pa- 
triot’ grave to every living heart 
and hearthstone all over this 
broad land, will yet swell the 
chorus of the union when again 
touched, as surely they will be, 
by the better angels of our na- 
ure.” 


Respect for the Constitution. 


It is not necessary, as our own 
history has shown, to have the 
pomp and circumstance of a 
monarchy and of an hereditary 
aristocracy in order to remem- 
ber that there is a limit beyond 
which political passions must 
not go, or they will break the 
bonds of affection which hold 
the nation together in time of 
trouble. 

Our American unity has been 
a plainer one than is the British: 
it has been made up of respect 
for the principles and the usages 
and, above all, for the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

It is that respect that is now 
80 gravely jeopardized. For what 
we call McCarthyism has begun 
to have something of the smell 
and sound of insurrection. The 
offense of this man is not only 
his contempt of the Senate but 
his contempt for those bonds

| McCarthy has come into our 
midst not in order to unite us 
against our enemies but in 
order to divide us among our- 
selves. He claims for himseif 
the right to treat all who op- 
pose McCarthy as the enemies 
of America,- and to contend, 
with the approval of his own 
infatuated supporters, that. to 
keep McCarthy within he 
bounds of law and order is to 
betray the country. 


What Did Knowland Mean? 


civilized man and a likeable one, 
said in announcing that he 
would not vote to censure, that 
“certainly we must... continue 
the power of the Senate to con- 
duct investigations into the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Govern- 
ment. ... We have a constitu- 
tional obligation to do that, and 
we must resist with all the 
power at our command, and it 
is a substantial power. an effort 
to curtail to the slightest degree 
that power of investigation.” 

Just what, it may fairly be 
asked, does the Senator mean 
by “curtail’’? For this is a Gov- 
ernment of equal powers, and 
if the Senator’s words are to be 
taken as meant at face value, 
he was proclaiming that the 
rights of Congress are, as against 
those of the executive and the 
judiciary, unlimited rights. For 
if they cannot be curtailed “to 
the slightest degree,” then they 
are absolute and unlimited. 

What, I would like to know, is 
the Senator’s constitutional phi- 
losophy? It is a serious question. 
For if he means what his vehe- 
ment words say, he is claiming 
that Congréss alone is the judge 
of how far it may go with the 
investigating process, that the 
Executive has no right and duty 
to defend his on constitutional 
prerogative. 


Congress Is Not Absolute. 


The claim, as Senator Know- 
land sets it forth, is unconstitu- 
tional, in violent opposition to 
the spirit and the meaning of the 
Constitution. The right of Con- 
gress to investigate is not un- 
curtailed. It is curtailed by the 
prerogatives of the Executive in 
dealing with his constitutional 
responsibilities. 

The claim that congressional 
investigation cannot be curtailed 
to the slightest degree would 
mean, if it were taken seriously, 
that Congress could read every 
paper in the executive branch, 
could listen to every tefephone 
conversation, -could put its 
agents into every conference. 

There is no such absolute right 

under the American system of 
government and the’ President 
would be false to his own oath 
of office if he allowed Congress 
to exercise such uncurtailed 
right. 
It is ominous—ominous for the 
spirit of constitutionalism in this 
land—that the leader of the Ad- 
ministration party in the Senate 
should make such a claim to un- 
limited power. 

For if he means to enforce 
that claim, as his support of 
McCarthy indicates that he does, 
then we must look forward to 
implacable political warfare with- 
in the Government. ' 

This is hardly the way to unite 
our people, and to give them the 
resolution and the confidence to 
meet the ordeal abroad about 
which Senator Knowland is so

Art Center Show by Ray and 
Jere Grimm to Close 
Dec. 31.

Thirty-four pieces of original 
pottery by Ray and Jere Meisel 
Grimm, scholarship - winning 
sculptors who teach at People’s 
Art Center, were bought yester- 
day at a reception opening the 
young married pair’s show at the 
center, Community Chest agen- 
cy at 3657 Grandel square. Sev- 
eral hundred persons attended. 

A third of the proceeds will 
be donated to the center by the 
exhibitors for @ high-fire kiln, 
potter’s wheels and other equip- 
‘ment. About $1000 is required. 
Yesterday's gross take was $400. 

Since 11 of the 70 pieces in 
the collection were church com- 
missions or had been given to 
‘fellow artists and other friends, 
/more than half of the objects of- 
fered were actually sold at once. 
i The display, first of its size and 
kind held here since World War 
II, will close Dec. 31. 

Architects, artists and other 
leaders of taste predominated 
among the buyers. One of these, 
Werner Drewes, Bauhaus-trained 
member of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts fac- 
ulty, declared: “This just proves 
there’s a real future in St. Louis 
for sound and original crafts- 
manship.” 

Awards They Have Won. 

Grimm, now teaching at Mary 
Institute in addition to the cen- 
ter, won Washington University’s 
anonymous foreign-travel sculp- 
ture feilowship on graduation 
from the School of Fine Arts in 
1953. His wife, still a senior 
at the school. was awarded last 
year’s Caroline Risque Janis 
sculpture scholarship. Both 
studied pottery at the school un- 
der Florence French Holm. 

They were married last June 
5, traveled and studied pottery 
five weeks in Mexico last sum- 
mer and spent another five at 
Southern [Illinois University at 


Carbondale studying pottery un- 


der F. Carlton Ball, noted prize- 
winning ceramist. 

They bring to pottery an art- 
ist-craftsman’s approach: they 
design their pitchers, vases, 
bowls and plates as objects to 
be seen and handled more than 
to be used. Sculptors’ interests 
are reflected in the many adap- 
tations of animal forms, as in a 
penguin jug, wolf jar and sev- 
eral double-necked vases. 

Effectively displayed on new 
gravel-strewn shelves, the pieces 
are titled but not differentiated 
as to author. Most are signed on 
the bottom, however, and it is 
possible to discern distinct styl- 
istic personalities. 

How Their Styles Differ. 

Grimm, the more spontaneous 
and emotional, is the only one 
who has done Japanese; “raku” 
cups, named after an oriental 
tea-drinking ceremony and de- 
pending on accidental effects for 
their strange textures and hues. 
These small vessels are molded 
by hand, fired at temperatures 
above 1800 degrees Fahrenheit 
and tossed abruptly into vats of 
water. Also representative of 
Grimm’s unpremeditated art is a 
large green pitcher with a glaze 
of high gloss. 


Jere Grimm’s work, achieving 
a more disciplined elegance, in- 
cludes vases of dove gray glaze 
with shiny stripes and white 
matte (or dull finish) glaze with 
restrained, light feather marks 
for decoration. 
The Grimms collaborated on a 
church’s flower vases with a fish- 
and-cross motif in harmony with 
adornments used by Dwight Dil- 
lon, University City High School 
art teacher, in designing the 
same church’s cross. 
These vases, fired at 2300 de- 
grees, are stoneware, waterproof, 
with softer colors than the low-

designed a collection of jewelry in the Dali

ART BUCHWALD The Catherwoods, 
who are traveling with the jewels, have been 
having their difficulties in getting Dali’s in- 
spirations through the customs offices of the 
various European capitals, and we decided to go 
out with Mrs. Catherwood to the customs at Le 
Bourget Airport when she went to claim the 
valuable collection.

WE WERE JOINED at her hotel by Baron R. 
C. von Ripper, the foundation’s European repre- 
sentative. Baron von Ripper, a naturalized Amer- 
ican citizen, has had the task of dealing with 
the various customs officials in releasing the 
jewels and he seems to know exactly how to be- 
have in their presence. 

While driving out in the taxi, he told us: 
“Customs officials are a special breed of men. 
They aren’t made, they’re born to be customs in- 
spectors. To me a customs official is a Kafka 
character. You have to impress him with what 
a big man he is. And no matter how well your 
papers are prepared, the only way you'll get 
your stuff out of hock is to help him find the 
mistake. The sooner you find you’ve made a 
mistake, the happier he will be and the faster 
you'll get your package. The only way to behave 
in his presence is to throw yourself on his 
mercy and repeat to him over and over again 
what a complete idiot you are, and what a bril- 
liant man he is. 

“In Italy we had to wait.4ive days to get the 
jewels out of customs despite the fact the Ital- 
ian Government had ‘invited us to exhibit the 
jewels. In Spain,. when leaving the country, we 
had to open @very parcel because one of the 
customs officials did not get to the show and 
wanted to see the jewels.

In a radio interview in Madrid, Baron von 
Ripper: was asked what the piece stood for, and 
he replied in English: “It is the heart of a king 
beating for his people.”

High Blood Pressure 


“By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ECENT advances in treatment of high blood pressure 
R mean a lot to present and future victims of it. Never 

before has medicine offered so much help to those with 
high blood pressure. This has come about because so much 
has been learned about its origin and nature. 

Doctors now realize, as a result of controlled examina- 
tion of thousands of people, that many who*were called 
hypertensive in the past are not so at all. For instance, the 
first blood pressure your doctor takes when he first meets 
you may be high but later ones normal. That happens all 
the time. It is the result of your natural tension and 
anxiety in the doctor's office rather than disease. 

Older people normally tend to have higher blood pres- 

'. sures without it meaning any disease. This applies chiefly 
. to the systolic pressure. Systolic pressure is that occurring 
as your heart beats. 


=x * * 

ABOUT ONE IN 10 CASES of really high blood pres- 
sure is caused by kidney disease or tumors of the adrenal 
glands. They can be dealt with by treating the underlying 
ailment. 

The rest are called essential hypertension, whieh really 
means high blood pressure from unknown cause, though 
research doctors and other scientists have several ideas 
about the underlying causes. 

When the blood pressure remains high, it can damage 
the heart. Because of the extra burden of pumping blood 
at high pressure, hypertensives often develop enlarged and 
weakened hearts. High pressure also damages blood ves- 
sels, especially in the heart itself, kidney, eye retina, and 
in the brain. These damages, leading to heart attacks, 
uremia, and strokes, can be delayed for years or prevented 
by treatment ‘aimed at keeping the pressure down more 
nearly to normal. 

Whether or not your arteries will suffer from high 
blood pressure depends upon their quality, upon how good 
is their “vital living rubber.” Some: people, especially 
women, can have high blood pressure (really quite high) 
for many years without injury or symptoms.

DOCTORS HAVE BEEN ENGAGED in a “chicken 
versus egg” amiable controversy among themselves about 
the origin of high blood pressure.

constriction produce the high blood pressure? 

It is now believed that high blood pressure develops 
from narrowing of the blood vessels, much as the pressure 
re water in a garden hose rises when the nozzle is screwed 

own. 

What makes the arteries constrict? A generation of 
intensive research has uncovered many ways in which ar- 
teriolar (small artery) constriction can occur. The autono- 
mic nervous system accounts for several of the most im- 
portant. This automatic nervous system controls all vital 
functions of the body without conscious effort, including 
héart beat, eye pupil size, sweating and salivation, stomach 


acid secretion and intestinal movement, breathing, and 
‘Ylood vessel size.

NEW YORK. 

ECENTLY it has seemed to 

me that President Eisen- 

hower has taken a very 
courageous stand that deserves 
the understanding of the Ameri- 
can people. He has rejected the 
suggestion for a blockade of 
Communist China—a proposal 
made by a group of people who 
do not seem fearful of acting in 
a way which might bring on war, 
and who are probably backed by 
some of the military elements 
in our Government. 

The President holds that a 
blockade of Communist China 
would be an act of war. He 
feels that this is a question 
which should be brought up in 
the United Nations before any 
action is taken that might lead 
to war, and I think all sober- 
minded people in this country 
will agree with the President in 
this stand. 

~*~ *« t 

THE SOVIET UNION and 
Communist China are of course 
eager to create situations in 
which they may force us to take 
actions that will alienate our 
closest allies. We must prove 
that this cannot be done. 
must show that we see through 
these tactics and, while we will 
press on for the release of the 
airmen. now jailed in Commu- 
nist China, we will not be forced 
into moves that may involve the 
world in a third global war. 

It is interesting also to see 
the President affirm that the Re- 
publican party will not long be a 
force in American life unless it 
follows a course of progressivism. 
I confess to a little confusion in 
his further definition of what 
progressivism means. He says 
that Government’s relationship 
with the individual must be a 
liberal attitude; but it must also 
be a conservative one in relation 
to the national economy and the 
individual pocketbook. I’m not 
sure how this division can be 
made. 

The President’s criticism of 
Senator Knowland makes it 
clear that there is a split in the 
Republican party. But the Pres- 
ident need not be discouraged by 
this, for there is a split also in 
the Democratic party. However, 
if the President can rally all 
the liberal forces behind him, he 
can carry tremendous strength 
for certain policies. 

* . * 


THE SENATE has certainly 
regained much stature by its 
vote condemning Senator. Mc- 
Carthy, and I think it must re- 
assure the President as to his 
following and his ability to 
command backing in the Senate. 
On the whole, I think the Presi- 
dent has gained in the last few 
days in respect and confidence 
from those Americans who love 
freedom and like liberal, positive 
leadership. 

The latest bulletin about the 
Pope’s improved condition is 
good news for all of us. Every- 
where there will be people pray- 
ing for the Pope’s continued re- 
covery. He has been a very great 
and good spiritual leader for a 
great many people in the world.

I'LL REPLY by citing the case of John Ruskin, the 
British writer and art critic, who was born in 1819. He 
is such a perfect example of “Mom” handiwork that he 
ought to be a good object lesson in what parents should 
avoid today. 

Boyhood pleasures, he later wrote, were always ruined 
= by “... the sense that my father or mother was thinking 
~ of me; and would be frightened if I was five minutes late 

to tea.” At the age of 29 he should marry, his mother 
decided, so she selected a girl for him and he dutifully 
married her. His father and mother accompanied the 
young people on their honeymoon—they were not the 

. kind of parents to desert a sén in his hour of need! 

. “Even while England was acclaiming Ruskin-th 
eritic,” a modern psychologist comments, “Ruskin-the-man 
was still under the domination of a doting, querulous 
father and a mother who continuously flattered and fondled 
her son.” 

After some years his wife petitioned the court to have 
her marriage declared null and void, which the judge will- 
ingly did “by reason of the said John Ruskin’s incurable 
impotency”—a common result of such upbringing as he had 
received. John was welcomed back to the parental home 
and his father, speaking also for his mother, declared hap- 

~ pily, “We shall at least have John all to ourselves.”

HAT is the most-special 
day for a child? Perhaps 
_ this experience will tell 


A friend of mine was work- 
ing in her kitchen while her 
young son and a playmate were 
in the y She could hear 
much gigg and activity, but 
she was too busy to investigate. 
Then she heard the door open 
and there were the two boys 
holding between them-a board 
on which was a sand cake with 
sticks for candles. 

Their high-pitched voices 
were singing, “Happy birthday 
to you!” It wasn’t really any- 
body’s birthday, but they had 
felt tike making it one, anyway. 

Special days for your chil- 
dren can be fun if they are not 
spoiled with too much work, too 
many guests or too high an 
emotional tone. What adults 
sometimes think of as a special 
day may not mean very much 
to a child, and vice versa. 

To be a truly special day for 
the young child it has to be 
meaningful to him directly. This 
means that the event to be cele- 
brated must within the 
child’s understanding. 

Planning and getting ready 
for a special day is almost as 
much fun as the day itself. At 
least it should be that way. Too 
often we forget to include the 
children in the plans and then 
we're surprised they do not 
share our excitement. 

Birthdays of every member of 

the family are special days. De- 
ciding on a present to give, go- 
ing to the store to buy it, wrap- 
ping it and finally giving it to 
the birthday person, along with 
the fun of helping Mother bake 
the cake, setting the table and 
keeping the secrets from the 
one who is having the birthday, 
all make birthdays very special 
days. 
One reason a child’s own 
birthday is such a special day 
is that his parents have created 
for him the idea that when he 
is of such-and-such an age he 
will be able to do thus-and-so. 
His birthday becomes his ticket 
of admission into certain activi- 
ties and situations. 

For young children Christmas 

the climax for the activities 
which have occupied several 
weeks prior to the holiday. It 
means different things in dif- 
ferent families.

OW far should you let the 
belief in Santa Claus go? In 
some families the children 
are told from the start that San- 
ta is just a symbol of Christmas. 
In others a belief in Santa’s 
reality is allowed to develop. 
Each family must decide for it- 
self how to handle this subject. 

For many, Christmas includes 
church. activities, school pag- 
eants and other new experi- 
ences. There is emphasis on 
giving and this is a wonderful 
opportunity for you to help your 
child improve his understanding 
of the pleasure of giving. Let 
him have a responsible part in 
the buying, wrapping, and dis- 
tribution of presents. 

Care should be taken to pro- 
tect young children from over- 
stimulation. It is possible for 
excitement to keep a child keyed 
up to the point where he cannot 
sleep or eat, or where he may 
develop such nervous habits as 
biting his nails, sucking his 
fingers, or pulling his hair or 
clothes. 

Prolonged emphasis on the 
elements of surprise or on be- 
ing good for reward will cause 
more excitement than the — 
can cope with. A few days be- 
fore the holidays he may de- 
velop unpleasant nightmares or 
lose his well-established sleep- 
ing habits. 

To avoid these possibilities, 
it may sometimes be advisable 
to give the child one or two 
gifts before the actual holiday, 
thus releasing some of the ten- 
sion of waiting.

Hig vocabulary increased, and 
sometimes he made up new 
words which amused you. 

Now his language ability is 
well established and he sur- 
prises, entertains and shocks you 
with the things he says. There 
are times when he embarrasses 
you, too. 

But the minute you start put- 
ting the emphasis on correct 
grammar rather than on ideas 
he wants to express, you will 
begin to give him the feeling 
that what he has to say is not 


right. 

If this happens frequently, the 
child will withdraw and have 
less and less to say. I hope you 
are not one who feels that your 
child talks too much and would 
rather have him more retiring. 
How dull and uninteresting such 
a life would be. 

There is one thing you can 
and must do: use correct Eng- 
lish yourself when you speak 
with him, In the same way you 
do when you talk to others. 
From you and others in the fam- 
ily he reflects the pattern for 
his language expression. 

The old adage, “Children 
should be seen and not heard,” 
is a violation of what we know 
today. Children need experience 
in talking with other children 
and with adults, They need help 
in learning to take turns in a 
conversation, But let’s not stifle 
them. 

The spontaneous language so 
enjoyed by children should be 
encouraged through all the 
stages of childhood. The silent 
child is one to worry about, for 
he is not sharing his thinking 
with you—yet he is thinking, 
you may be sure. 

Enjoy the unusual expressions 
of your child but enjoy them to 
encourage him, not to laugh at 
him, and your ‘life together will 
be more fresh and interesting.

IME was when a declarer 

could assume with 99 per 

cent safety that the opening 
lead against his no-trumph con- 
tract was honest, ie., from the 
leader’s longest suit, Times have 
changed, however. Short-suit 
leads have been in vogue for 
many years, much to South's 
sorrow in this hand: 


South would have 
better advised to start with one 
no-trump, but, as it happened, 
the contract would have been 
the same. 

West, who had a pretty shrewd 
idea of the spade situation, de- 
cided to lead through North’s 
unsupported heart suit, and of 
course selected his top card. 
Declarer played low from the 
table, and East won and shifted 
to his top spade. West topped 
South’s nine with the 10 and 
continued with his remaining 
heart. This too was ducked on 
the board, and when East toek 
the trick ‘and led back another 
spade, South was helpless and 
he ended up with a three-trick 
penalty when he finally tried 
the diamond finesse. 

If South had had a speaking 
acquaintance with the Rule of 
11, he would have realized that 
(aside from other considera- 
tions) West could not have an 
honest heart suit. Deducting 
six (the card West led) from 
the fixed figure, 11, left five 
cards higher than the six in the 
three hands other than West’s. 
Since dummy and South alone 
had six cards higher than West's 
lead, that lead was exposed as 
phony, and East’s play of a 
high heart at Trick 1 should 
have been the “convincer” for 
South, if he needed further 
proof. Thy, the second heart 


duck in dummy was silly. South 
should have put up the ace and 
taken the diamond finesse, and 
even though that lost, he still 
had a sure end-play against 
West for the fulfilling trick.
